Creton Collides With a 
Schooner North of Hat - 
teras Steamer and Coast 
Guard Cutter Rush to the 
Scene. 


New York, February 26.—The steam- 


er Creton has collided with a schooner 
off the Wimble Shoals buoy, 14 miles 


north of Cape Hatteras, according to a 
8 message received here early 


ay.

The Creton is a vessel of 2,350 tons, 
belonging to the Merchants and Min- 
ers’ Transportation company, and sail- 
ing from Baltimore, Md. She was built 
at Chester, Pa., in 1882, and is 267 feet 
long. She has been engaged in serv- 
ice between Philadelphia and Jackson- 
ville.

In Champagne at several points, and 
in the Argonne forest German works 
have been pounded by the concentrated 
fire of the French guns, while in Lor- 
raine the French repulsed 4 German 
reconnoitering party that attempted to 
capture a French post north of St. 
Martin. 

On their end of the line, near Hul- 
luch, the British exploded a mine and 
occupied the crater and also bombarded 
German trenché® near Frelinghien and 
Boesinghe.

A trained nurse opened the 
door, then resumed her seat beside the 
emaciated figure of the former frenzied 
kinancier, once a robust business mam, 
then a fugitive to Mexico, but now a. 
sick man in the last throes of tubercu- 
losis. 

“You don’t feel like you can go to 
jail, do you, Mr. Smith?“ said Plennie. 
The trained nurse spoke for her charge. 

“Tt would almost kill him.” 

“All right, then,” said Miner, snap- 
ping his watch. “I’ll send a bailiff out 
to guard him tonight. “Looks like the 
fates have got it in for you, don’t it, 
Mr. Smith? 

Smith was taken in custody when his 
bond of $3,000 was forfeited because 
he failed to answer to forgery and 
embezzlement charges Wednesday 
He had pleaded that he was 
too ill to come to court.

House Democrats From the 
South Want Congress to 
Investigate Alleged Bear 
Conspiracy to De press 
Prices. 


Washington, February 24.—Pemo- 
crats of the house from the cotton 
growing states held a conference at the | 
house office building tonight and de- 
termined to urge congress to investi- 
gate the New York cotton exchange to 
ascertain whether there is a bear con- 
spiracy to depress the price of cotton. 
It also was agreed to propose a bill 
to further regulate cotton exchanges, 

The conference adopted a resolution 
charging that the New York cotton ex- 
change had “deftauded the producers 
of cotton out of millions of dollars on 
the crop of 1915 by unfair manipula- 
tion of prices,” and authorizing the 
chairman, Representative Heflin, . of 
Alabama, to appoint a committee to 


draft and introduce in congress a res- 


olution calling for “an immediate, full 
and complete investigation of the New 
York cotton exchange.” This commit- 
tee is to be composed of one repre- 
sentative in congress from each of the 
cotton growing states. 

The committee also is to draft a bill 
for the further regulation of the cotton 
exchanges of the United States and to 
submit it to the next meeting of the 
conference when called for that pur- 
pose by the chairman. 

The text of the resolution follows:

Drew His Pistol.

and striking at me twice. His sister, 
the 
scuffling, pleaded with him to 8 
and asked me not to have anything to 
do with him, as one or the other of us 
might get hurt: 
“She grabbed his arm when he diced 
his pistol, I went back into the house 
and telephoned the police. Eady re- 
mained outside, still cursing loudly, and 
I got my revolver. Mr. dler, an oc- 
cupant of the house, asked me to turn 
che gun over to him, as he would pro- 
tect the house. 

“I went to the porch upstairs and 
looked out. Eady was threatening to 
come into my house. I heard the door 
slam and a woman scream. I hurried 
down the steps and again telephoned 
the police: The women, who were in 
the front rooms, very frightened, told 
me he was trying to break into the 
front door.

Paris, February 24.—At the war of- 
ficé * it was pointed out that al- 
3 some ground had been lost by 
the French north ot Verdun, where a 
German attack in enormous force has 
been in progress for the last four days, 
the French lines have hot been broken 


Great confidence was expressed that 
the lines would, continue to hold. 

Fighting is continuing with undi- 
minished intensity in the region north g 
of. Verdun, the French war office an- 
nounced today. 

Loss of the village of Brabant is ad- 
mitted by the war office,. which also 
announces that the French line has not 
been broken at any point. 

The statement follows: 

“In Artois a struggle with grenades 
is in progress to the east of Souchez. 
In the region north of Verdun the 
struggle continued all night with the 
same intensity along the right bank 
of the Meuse as far as Ornes 185 the 
south of Ordes.
